Union between His two Kingdoms of Scotland and England) Hath re- 
commended it tothe Parliaments of both Kingdoms, that Commiſſioners 
might be nominat ro Treat and Conſult concerning this Union, tothe end, 
that: His Majeſties Royal and Gracious Purpoſes therein may be accom- 
=| plithed, and ſuch a further Union may be treated and agreed upon, az may 
compleat and confirm forever, a conſtant, mutual loye and friend(hip be- 
twixt His Subjects of both Realms. 
> Therefore, His Majeſty, with advice and conſent of His Eſtates of 
| Parliament, doth hereby Statute, Ordain and Enact, That ſuch Per-

E@ming ſuch an Union of the Realms of Scotland and England, and of and concerning ſuch other matters 
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cauſes and things whatſoeyer, as upon mature deliberation, the greateſt part of theſaids Commiſſioner 
aſſembled, as ſaid is, and the Commiſſioners authorized by the Parliament of Eng/and, according ty 
the tenor and purport of the Commiſſion in that behalf, thall in their wiſdoms think convenient a4 
neceſſary for the Honour of His Majeſty, and the Well and Common-good of both Kingdoms dur;

after ſuch Writings or Inſtruments ſhall be ſubſcribed and ſealed by the ſaids Commilſlioners, thatthere. 
upon ſuch further proceedings may be had, as by his Majeſty and both the ſaids Parliaments, ſhall; 
thought fit and neceſlary forthe Well and Common-good of both the faid Kingdoms ; To whom the 
entire conſideration of the whole, and the allowing or dif-allowing thereof, or any part thereof as 
ſhall think fit, is wholly reſerved. Likeas, his Majeſty, with advice and conſent foreſaid , doth here. 
by Statute and Declare, that no matter or thing to be propoſed, treated of, or agreed by the faid

itis an high contempt of Authority , and a ſignal eyidence of difloyalty and inclination to rebellion, toreful 
or ſhift the ſame when required thereunto. Therefore, His Majeſty , with advice and conſent of his Eſtaxs 
in Parliament, doth hereby Statute and Ordain , That all and eyery Subject of this Kingdom , of what 

ſex or quality ſoever , who hereafter ſhall be called by His Majeſties Privy Council, or any others haying 
Authority from His Majeſty, to declare and depone upon Oath, their knowlege of any crimes againſt th 
publick Laws and Peace of the Kingdom; and particularly, of any Conventicles or other unlawful Meetings, 
and of the ſeveral circumſtances of the perſons preſent, and things done therein, or ofthe refſetting and 
tercommuning with perſons who are, or hereafter ſhall be declared Fugitives or Rebels : Are oblieged in 
conſcience, duty , and by the alledgjance of Subjects, to declare and depone their knowlege thereof, andol 
all the particulars relating thereunto. And if any ſhall happen to be ſo perverſly wicked and diſloyal, toreful 
or delay to declare or depone, being thereunto required, as ſaid is; His Majeſty, with advice and conſent 
foreſaid , y=_ their puniſhment to be —__ cloſe impriſonment, or banithment, by ſending them 
to His Majeſties plantations in the [xdzes, orelſewhere, as His Majeſties Council ſball think fit. Likes, 
His Majeſty , with advice foreſaid , doth require His r wy Council to be careful in tryal of the crimes aboye- 
written, andin the ſpeedy and due execution of the pains torefaids, upon all fuch, without exception, 8 
ſhall refuſe or delay to declate ordepone thereupon , as ſaid is.

And for the 
becterdiſcoyery of theſe crimes, His Majeſty doth, with advice and conſent foreſaid , hereby offer and en- 
fare the fum of five hundred Merks to any perſon who ſhall diſcoyer and ſeife any of the faids Aſlaulters, Rob- 
hers or Attemprers : Andin caſe they ſhall be diſcovered by one perſon, and apprehended by another , the 
diſcoverer is to have two hundred Merks, and the apprehender rhree hundred Merks, tobe payed out of 
His Majeſties Theſaury by the Commiſſioners thereot , who are hereby authorized to pay the ſame. And 
if there ſhall happen any ſſaughter to be commirred in the apprehenging ot ſuch perſons, His Majeſty, with

Oraſmuch as the aſſembling and convocating of His Majeſties Subjets without His Majeſties War- 

rand and Authority , is a moſt dangerous _ unlawful pratice, prohibire and diſcharged by ſeveral 
Laws and Acts of Parliament , under high and great pains ; And that notwithſtanding thereof, divers diſafſe&t- 
edand ſeditious perſons , under the ſpecious, bur falle prerences of Religion and religious Excerciles ,preſume 
tomake, and be preſent at Conventicles and unwarrantable Mcetings and Conventions of the Subjects, which 
aethe ordinary Seminaries of Separation and Rebellion, tending to the prejudice of the publick Worſhip of 
Godinthe Churches, to the ſcandal of the reformed Religion, tothe reproach of His Majeſtics Authority 
and Government, and tothe alienating of the hearts and affections of the Subjects from that duty and obedi- 
encethey owe to his Majeſty , and the publick Laws of the Kingdom. ' For the ſupreſſing and preventing of 
which for the time to come, His Majeſty, with adyice and conſent of His Eſtates ot Parliament, hath 
thought fit to Statute and EnaRt, . Likeas they do hereby Statute and Command, That no outed Miniſters, 
whoarenotlicenced by the Council, and no other perſons nor authorizedor tolerate bythe nep of the. 
Dioceſs, preſume to preach, expound Scripture, or pray in aniy Meering, except in their own Houſes, and 
totheſe of their own Family ; and that none be preſent at = Meeting, without the Family to which they 
belong, where any nor licenced, authorized nor tolerat as la1dis, ſhall preach, expound Scripture or pray: 
Oy " all ſuch who ſhall doin the contrair, to be guilty of keeping of Conventicles ; and that E 
orthey who ſhall ſo preach, expound or pray within any houſe, ſhall be ſeiſed upon & impriloned, till they find 
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caution, under the pain of fivethouſand Merks, not to do the like thereafter ; or elſe enat themſelyes 
to remove out of the Kingdom, and never return without His Majeſties Licence; And that every 

who ſhall be found to have been preſent at any ſuch Meetings, ſhall be, zotres quoties , fined accord. 
ing to their qualities, in the reſpective ſums following, and impriſoned untill they pay their fines, ang 
farther during the Councils pleaſure, viz. Each Manor Woman, having Land.in Heretage, Life-rent 
or proper Wodſer, to be fined in a fourth part of his or her yalued yearly Rent; each Tennent labouring 

in twenty five pounds Scots ; each Cortar in twelve pounds Scots, and cach ſerving Manin a fourth 
of his yearly Fee. And where Merchants or Tradeſ-men do not belong to, orreſide within BurghsR 
That cach Merchant or chief Tradeſ-man be fined asa Tennant, and each inferior Tradeſ-man as a Coe. 
tar : And if any of the perſons above-mentioned ſhall have their Wives, or any of their Children living 
in Family with them, preſent at any ſuch Meeting , they are therefore to be fined in the half of the reſpe- 
Rive fines aforeſaid, conſideration being had to their ſeveral qualities and conditions. Andifthe Maſter 
or Miſtris of any Family, where any ſuch Meetings ſhall be keeped, be preſent within the houſe for the 
time, they areto be fined inthe double of what is to be payed by them , for being preſent at a Houſe-cop- 
venticle. Anditis hereby Declared, that Magiſtrates of Burghs Royal are lyable, for eyery Conventice 
to be keeped within their Burghs , to ſuch fines as His Majeſties Council ſhall think firto impoſe ; and tha 
the Maſter or Miſtris of the Houſes where the Conventicle ſhall happen to be keeped, and & ons pre. 
ſent thereat, are to relieve the Magiſtrates as the Council ſhall think fitto order the ſame; it being notwith. 
ſtanding free to the Council to fine the Inhabitants of Burghs, for being preſent at Conventicles within or 
without Burghs, or where their Wives or Children ſhall be preſent at the ſame. 

And farther , His Majeſty underſtanding that divers diſaffected perſons haye been ſo malici 
wicked and diſloyal, as to convocat His Majeſties Subje&ts to open Meetings in the Fields , 
contrair to many publick Laws made thereanent ; And conſidering that theſe Meetings are the rendezyous 
of Rebellion, and tend in a high meaſure to the diſturbance of the publick Peace : Doth therefore, with 
advice and conſent foreſaid, Statute and Declare, That whoſoever , withour Licence or Authority foreſaid, 
ſhall preach, expound Scripture or pray at any of theſe mectings in the Field, orin any Houſe wherethere 
be moe perſons then the Houſe contains, ſoas ſome of them be without doors, (which is hereby declared 
to be a Field-conventicle) or who ſhall conyocat any number of people to theſe meetings, ſhall be pu- | 
niſhed with death, and confiſcation of their goods. And it is hereby offercd and aſſured, that if any 
of His Majeſties good Subjects ſhall ſeiſe and ſecure the perſons of any who ſhall either preach or 
at theſe Field-mectings, or conyocat any perſons thereto, they ſhall for every ſuch perſon fo ſeiſedand 
ſecured, have five hundred Merks payed unto them for their reward , out ot His Majeſties Thefaury 
by the Commiſſioners thereof, who are hereby authorized to pay the ſame; and the faids ſeiſers and 
their aſſiſtants are hereby indemnified for any ſlaughter thar ſhall be committed in the apprehending and 
ſecuring of them. And as to all Heretors and others aforeſaid , who ſhall be preſent at any of theſe Field- 
conyenticles, it is hereby Declared, they areto be fined, zotzes quoties, in the double of the reſpedtive 
fines appointed tor Houſe-conventicles ; but prejudice of any other puniſhment due ro them by Laws 
ſeditious perſons, and diſturbers of the Peace and Quier of the Kirk and Kingdom. And ſeeing thedue 
execution of Laws is the readieſt means to procure obedience to the ſame ; Therefore, His Majeſty, 
with conſent and advice foreſaid , doth Impower , Warrand and Command all Sheriffs, Stewarts of 
Stewartries, Lords of Regalities and their Deputs, to call before them and try all ſuch perſons who 
ſhall be informed to have keeped, or been preſent at Conventicles within their Juriſdictions, and toin- 
flict upon theſe who ſhall be found guilty, thereſpeCtive fines expreſt in this Act; they being alwayes 
countable ro the Commiſſioners of His Majeſties Theſaury , for the fines of all Hererors within thetr 
bounds. And His Majeſty , forthe encouragement of the faids Sheriffs, Stewarts and Lords of Regal- 
ties, to be careful and diligent in their duties herein , dothallow to themſelves all the fines of any pet 
ſons within their Juriſdictions, under the degree of Heretors ; and requires the Lords of His Maelties 
Privy Council to take exacttryal of their care and diligence herein : And if the Sheriffs, Stewarts and 
Bailifts ſhall be negligent in their duties, orif the Magiſtrates within Burghs ſhall be negligent in their out- 
moſt diligence , to detec and dilate to the Council all Conventicles within rheir Burghs, char rhe Council 
inflict ſuch cenſures and puniſhments upon them as they ſhall think fir.

(hiſm and Profanity : Therefore the Kings Majeſty , With advice and conſent of His Eitates in Parliament, 
Statute and Prohibit all His Majeſties Subjects, that none of them, of whatſoever degree or quality, pre- 
ametooffer their Children to be Baprized by any bur ſuch as are their own Pariſh Miniſters; or elſe by ſuch 
Miniſters as are Authorized by the preſent eſtabliſhed Government of the Church, or Licenced by His Ma- 
«tes Council, upon a Certificat from the Miniſter of the Parith, if he be preſent; orin his abſence, by one 
ofthe Neighb -uring Miniſters: And declares, that the Father of any Child which ſhall be otherways Bap- 
ed, ſhall be lyable ro the pains and penalties following , vis, Every Heretor, Lite-renter, or proper 
Wod-ſetrer , thall be fined in a fourth part of his valued yeatly Rent; Every perſon above the degree of a 
Tengent , having a perſonal, bur no real Eſtate, in one hundred pounds Scots : Every conſiderable Mer- 
dantin one hundred pounds : Every inferior Merchant, or conſiderable Tradeſ-man, and every Tennent la- 
bouring Land , in fifry pounds: Every meaner Burgeſs, Tradeſ-man, Inhabitant within Burgh, and every 
Conar , intwenty pounds Scors ; and every Servant in half a years Fee. .

” His Majeſtics Government , as it is by the Lawes of the Kingdom eſtablithed in Church and 
tae ; and in order thereunto , to give their cheerful concurrence and countenance to ſuch Mini- 
flers, as by Publick Authority are , or ſhall be admitted in their ſeveral Pariſhes , and to atrend 
al the Publick and Ordinary Mectings of Divine Worſhip in the ſame. And ſeeing the Laws of the 
Kingdom hath declared a withdrawing , and not keeping of, and joynirig in, theſe Mectings, to be ſeditious 
andof dangerous example and conſequence : His Majeſty conceives Himſelf alſo bound in Conſcience and 
Duty tointerpoſe His Authority,that chePublick Exerciſes of Gods Worſhip be countenanced by all His good 
SubjeRs, and that ſuch as upon any pretext do diſorderly withdraw, be by the Cenſures of the Law madeſen- 
fible of their miſcarriages, and by the Authority of the Law, drawn to aduriful obedience toir. And there- 
fore, His Majeſty, with advice and conſent of His Eſtates in Parliament, Statutes, Ordains, and commands

Edinburgh, the 2.5. of June, 1672 


HE Kings Majeſty conſidering, that the Honour and Security of this 
His Ancient Kingdom are much concerned in the right ordering and ſerrle- 
Bl ing of the Militia within the ſame : Which being a Service and Imploy- 
ment of ſo great Truſt, His Majeſty Reſolves to take ſpecial notice 
thereof; and as He will give all due encouragements to thoſe who ſhall be 
imployed therein, ſo He will expe&t, and require from them an exa&t 
rlormance of the duties and ſervices incumbent to them in their 
everal ſtations. And therefore His Majeſty, with advice and conſent 
*j of His Eſtates of Parliament, Dorh [on { Declare , Statute and 
Enat , That all ſach perſons who ſhall be enrolled and admitted in 
this truſt of the Militia, ſhall be entirely reſerved tor thar imployment ; 
4. and during their ſervice in it, ſhall be freed and exeemr'd from all other 
Levies whatſoever. And that the perſons imployed may be ſuitable 
: to, and qualified for ſuch a truſt , Ir is alſo hereby Statute and Or- 
dined , Thar all the Officers in the Militia, be perſons well affected to the Religion and Government 
of the Church, as it is now eſtabliſhed by the Laws of this Kingdom : And that all the Officers and 
Souldiers, to Horſe or Foot, ſhall, atthe firſt Rendeyous of cach Regiment or Troup, where they ſhall 
be preſent, Take the Oath of Allegiance, which is hereby Ordained to be adminiſtred unto them , by 
the chief Officer commanding upon the place. = if ir ſhall happen any of them to refaſe the ſame; 
3 That 
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That they ſhall be preſently ſeiſed on, and ſent to the next publick priſon, there to be kept, till. 
order of His Majeſties Privy Council, they be baniſhed the Kingdom : And that theſe who Outrcite) 
them , do forthwith furnith others in their place. 

And further , if 1s hereby Statute and Qfdgined, that all the Officers of the. Militza do punqua1 
attend their feyeral Charges, and that none of then offer w deſert or demit rhe ſame ( bur uppna ; 
and reaſonable cauſe, to be firſt offered to, and allowed by His Majeſties Privy Council under the 
pains following: viz. a Collonel of Foot, and Captainot Horſe,” rwo thouſand merks ; a Lieutenay. 
Collonel of Foot,._and Licutenant of Horſe, one thouſand, five hundred merks; a Major, or Captain 
of Foot, one thoyſand merks #; a Lieutenagt, or Enſign of Foge, or Cortiet of Horſe, five hundred 
merks. And thart all Officers to be hereafter named, ſhall accept and atrend their Charges; ang i 
any of them ſhall refuſe ro accept, without. a reaſonable cauſe, to be firſt allowed as ſaid is, they ſhall 
be alſo. lyable to the reſpective Fines aforeſaid. And in caſe any of the Officers already admirreg, 
who, ſhall hereafter be admitted in this. Service, ſhall negle& the ſame, and not give due atendanee x 
the ſeveral diets of Rendezyous of the Regiments, Troups, and of the Companics, they ſhall be [yah 
to, and forfeit the Fynes following; a Major and Captain of Foot, and a "Lieutenant and Cornet 
Horſe, fifty pounds ig time of war, and twenty five pounds in time of peace ; and the other- inferige 
Officers, rwenty four pounds in time of war, and twelye pounds in time of peace. And it is a 
hereby Declared; that all Fynes formerly impoſed by Act of Parliament, for abſence 4rom Rendeyoy 
or deficiency in outreik of Horſe or Men, or in caſes of inſufficiency of Horſe or Armes, ſhall be doubled 
in time of war. | 

It is alſo hereby Ordained, that none be deſigned Horſe-men or Foot-men of the Militia, but ſuclia 
dwell and reſide in the bounds within which they ſerve; and it any be already otherwiſe deſigned, tha 
they be changed, and others accordingly put in their places: And that in time coming , no Leader 
change any Tennent, Cotrar or Servant deſigned Horſe-man or Foot-mart in-the Miltia, folong as he 
continues on the Leaders ground, or in the bounds for which he ſerves, or ſhall be.in the Leaders 
Tennents ſervice: And that the Tennent, Cotrar or Seryant liſted in the Militia, ſhall not remoye from 
his Maſters ground, nor leave his ſervice, until year and.day expire; and then the remoyal is only 
be ar the term of Whitſunday, the Leader being alwayes © liged, before his remoyal, to preſent tothe 
Captain another ſufficient man in his place, who ſhall continue in the ſervice as aforeſaid. Andif 
man liſted in the Militia, ſhall deſert the ſervice, and withdraw to any other place without the 
for which he ſerves; the perſons who reſſet him, upon intimation thereof given by his Maſter, or the 
Captain of the Troup or Company, ſhall be holden toreturn him. back within three dayes thereafter, 
and the perſon himſelf to be puniſhed for his fault, at the diſcretion of the Captain and any two Com- 
miſſioners of the Militia: And in caſe the Refleter, being required, ſhall not return him, he is to be 
Fyned inane hundred merks Scots by any two Commiſſioners of the Militia, if he live within the Shire: 
and + he live in any other Shire, by the Sheriff, Magiſtrats of Burgh , or any other ordinar Magitrat 
on lace. 

It is likewiſe hereby Ordained, that the Leader of every Horſe is to furniſh and uphold a ſufficient 
Horſe with his furniture for the ſpace of ſeyen years from this time; and that after the expyring of the ſeven 
years, theſe of the Fraction with him ſhall contribute for another Horſe, at the rate of ten pounds 
Sterling, and that the Horſe be provided to the value of that ſumme, and ſo after the expyring of each 
ſeven years thereafter /acce/5rve: And that the Heretors of eyery Shire allow yearly fourty cight-pounds 
Scots to the Trumpetter who ſerves their Troup, and twelve pounds Scots to _ Drummer who 
 ſerveth their companies. And it is further Ocdained, that beſides the dayes of Rendevous already 
[9 ny and which are ſtill ro be obſerved in the time of Peace; Yetinthe time of War, there are to 
- be rwo Rendeyous yearly of the Regiments of Foot; at either of which , the Companies are to. be 

keeped together, and exerciſed tor two dayes; as alſo, four dayes of Rendevous for the ſeveral Companies. 

Bur in regard of the diſtance of the bounds , and other difficulties in drawing togerher the Regiment 
' Which is raiſed out of Argy/, Bute and Dumbartan, they are to have onely one general Rendevous in 
the year, and two for the ſeyeral Companies, who are to ſtay together two dayes at either of their

ACT concerning Pupils and © Minors, and their Tutors and Curators. 
Eadmburgh, 28. of June, 1672. 


UR SOVERAIGN LORD, Conſidering the great prejudice and inconvenience befalling to Pu- 
() ils and others, who cannot provide for, or defend themſelyes, That their Tutors or Curators have 
mediate acceſs to their Charter-cheſts, Writs, Evidents and Securities of their Lands, ſums of money, 
andothers belonging to them, which they may imbeſil, ſuppreſs, orby colluſion , give up to their Debitors 
ororher parties intereſſed, without juſt ſatisfaction ; Or ot iſe, having gotten PriefaRtion , there isno 
mean by which a Charge can be made up againſt the ſaids Tutors and Curators, but themſelves, when they 
arebrought roan account, make both their own Charge and Diſcharge; andin caſe of their deceaſe, they 
whoſucceed to them, for the moſt part, can have no Charge made up againſt them art all. Forremeed 
whereof, His Majeſty , with advice and conſent of His Eſtates of Parliament, Statutes, Ordains and De- 
dares, that no Tutor or Curator of any Pupil, Minor, Idiot or furious perſon, to be named or deſigned 
inany time coming , or who is not actually ſtated and entered in the ſaid oftice, ſhall have power or autho- 
roexerciſe the ſaid Office of Tutor or Curator, or to meddle with the Writs, Evidents, Means and 
+ hater the ſaids Pupils, Minors, Idiots or furious perſons, until firſt an Inventar be made up, in manner 
aker-ſpecificd , by the ſaids Tutors and Curators, no advice and conſent of the neareſt of kin on the Fathers 
fide, andthe neareſt of kin on the Mothers ſide, who ſhall be Majors, and within the Kingdom for the time: 
Which Inyentar ſhall be ſubſcribed by the ſaids Tutors and Curaiors, and the faids neareſt of kin; and one 
ſubſcribed double thereof keeped by the faids Tutors or Curators, another by the neareſt of kin on the Fa- 
thers ſide, and the third by " neareſt of kin on the Mothers ſide. All which ſubſcribed Duplicats ſhall be 
judicially produced before the Judge ordinar of the place, where the Pupil, Minor , Idiot or furious perſon 
their chick refidenceis, andan Act made upon production thereof, bearing the production of the Inventar, 
andexpreſling the names of the perſons ſubſcribers thereof, and in whoſe cuſtody the ſame wereleft; and 
that the Duplicats be alſo ſubſcribed by the Clerk of Court, that they may not be altered thereafter. And 
incaſe the neareſt of kin on both ſides will not concurin raking up the Inventar in manner foreſaid , the ſaids 
Tutors and Curators ſhall raiſe ſummonds at their inſtance, before the ſaids Judges ordinar re/pef7zve , for 
. ſummonding the neareſt of kin that are majors, and within the Countrey , upon either fide, fordecerning 
them to concur in making up of the ſaid Inventar in manner foreſaid : And in caſe they compear not, or do 
not concur as ſaid is, With certification, the ſaid Inventar ſhall be made up by the ſaid Tutor or Curator, with 
adyice and conſent ot the Judge ordinar, or any whom he ſhall —_ or appoint, who ſhall ſubſcribe three 
Duplicats of the ſaid Inventar with the ſaids Tutors or Curators, whereupon a Judicial Act | 
andthe Duplicats ſubſcribed by the Clerk, in the ſame manner as if the neareſt of kin had cgticurred; and 
licat thereof ſhall be keeped by the aids Tutors and Curators, and the other two Duplicats ſhall remai 
inthe Clerks hands, to bedelivered to the neareſt of kin on the Father and Mothers fide , being cloſed up 
and ſealed by the ſaids Tutors or Curators, andthe perſon delegare for making the ſaid Inventar as faid is. 
Which Inventar ſhall contain the names and deſignations of the Lands belonging to the Pupils, Minors and 
ethers foreſaids, and the Bands, Counts and Tickets due to them , and ſums therein contained, and their 
Moyeables, aſwell Heirſhip-Movcable as other Moveables : Andin caſe that thereafter any other [agg ; 
Debts, ſums of money or other Goods and Gear whatſoever belonging , or that may happento g 
to the ſaids Pupils, Minors , Idiots, or furious perſons, ſhall come tothe knowledge of the faids Tutors 
or Curators, ſo that they may attain to the poſſeſſion thereof; In that cafe, and within the ſpace of two Mon- 
«ths after they attain to the poſſeſſion of the ſamine, They ſhall ecke the ſame to the foreſaid Inventar, and 
make a judicial Act thereupon in the hands of the Clerk ot Court where the principal Inventar was made, and 
ſhall leave two Duplicats of the ſaid Eek or Eeks, one or moe, ſealed as faidis, inthe hands of the ſaid Clerk, 
forthe uſe of the neareſt of kin as ſaid is. Andit is hereby further Declared, that the Debitors of the Pupils, 
Minors, Idiots or furious perſons, ſhall not be obliged ro make payment to the Turors or Curators of the 
kids perſons, of any ſums due by them, unleſe the ſaid Tutor or Curator ſhow tothe ſaids Debirors, that 
the Suns or Goods Jechandd from them , are contained in the ſaids Inyentars or Ecks ſubſcribed by the ſaids 
neareſt of kin, or by the Clerk of Court in maner re/petzrve foreſaid. And it is hereby further Declared , 
thatifthe ſaids Tutors or Curators ſhall failzie in making up the ſaids Inventars and Eeks in manner above- 
written, They ſhall be lyable both for intromilſion and Omiſlion, and ſhall have no allowance or detalcation 
afthe charges and day wared out by them in the affairs of the ſaids Pupils, Minors, Idiots or furious 
_ : and ſhall be removable from their Office as ſuſpect Tutors and Curators, if they fail in making vp 
he Ecks from time to time in manner foreſaid, Itis alwayes hereby Declared, that this A& ſhall not pre- 
| Age Pupils, Minors and other perſons aforeſaid, to charge their Tutors or Curators with whatit can be 
appear they have intrometred , or might have intrometted with , oyer and above what 1s contained in 
'Inventar. ' And further His Majeſty , with advice and conſent forefaid , Statutes and Ordains, _ 
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all Gifts of Tutory , thar ſhall be granted hereafter , by His Majeſty or His Exchequer, ſhall proceed upap 
citation of the Minors neareſt of kin on both ſides, art the inſtance of the Cravers of the faids Gifts : hay 
they may be heard , if they have any thing to ſay againſt the perſon to whom the Gizr is to be granted; 
upon conſent firſt obtained thereto, under the hands of the ſaid neareſt of kin. And Ordains, that the ſaid 
Gifts ſhall bear expreſly that the neareſt of kin were cited , or conſented tothe paſſing of the ſaid Gifts : Cer.

LA C T diſcharging the importation of Iriſh Vittual. 
Edinburgh, 28. of June, 1672. 


F Oraſmuch as the importing of Vitual, Horſes and Cows from Ireland into this Kingdom , hath been, 
by divers publick Ads and Statutes, diſcharged, under great pains-;And that, notwithſtanding thereef 
ſundry perſons, prefercing their own privart intereſts to their obedience to the Law and good of the Kingdom, 
have adyentured to import diverſe quantities of Victual from Ireland, and have vented and fold the ſame in 
this Kingdom ; whereby the ſale of Corns, growing within the Kingdom, hath been ſtopped, and much 
money hath been unwarrantably carried out of the Kingdom. And His Majeſty being reſolved, for the good

or Louping made of Gold or Silver ; or have any Imbroidering of Gold or Silver upon their Apparel, $ 
belts or any other manner of way : Excepting alwayes Buttons, Buckles and Hilrs of Swords of Gold-ſmith, 
work, which the Priyiledged Perſons after-expreſt are allowed to wear, and no others: And thatnoge 
wear any Flowred Stuffs, Stripped ſtuffs, or Brocado's of Silk, or have any Silk-lace, Gimp lace, or any other 
kind of Lace or Imbroidering of Silk wo rheir wearing Cloathes: And that no perſon preſume toimportig- 
tothis Kingdom, or make, or ſell therein any of the Commoditics above-expreſt atter the date hereof;

A CT. concerning the Regulation of the Indicatories. 
Edinburgh, 30. of Auguſt, 1672. 


HE Kings Majeſty __ deſirous, thatthe publick Judicatories of this Kingdom might be fo 

that all abuſes which bad, or might probably creep into the ſame, be redreſſed and prevented ; awd 
that the beſt , moſt ſummar and equal way, of bringing and calling of Proceſles for diſpenſing of Juſtice, 
ſhould beſettled, as his Subjects might be relieved and ſecured againſt oppreſſion apd exaQtions, and tha 
Juſtice might be adminiſtratto them with expedition, and as little trouble and charge as _ be: Did,bya 
Commiſſion under the Great Seal, of the 21x. of Seprember , 1669. Authorize ſome Noblemen andothen 
of his Privy Council and Seſſion, to conſult, ſettle and ſet down ſuch Rules and Orders as ſhould judge 
neceſſary tor theſe ends, and to return an account ot their proceedings to His Majeſty , that He might rake 
ſuch courſe therein, as in His Royal Wiſdom He ſhould think fir. In obedience whereunto, the Commiſſ 
oners having had ſeveral meetings, and conſulted on the beſt and readieſt wayes , for the proſecurion of Hig 
Majeſties Royal Intention, for the good and eaſe of His Subjects , and finding the ſame to be of ſuch impor. 
tance, as required a longer time to make a full ſettlement therein ; Yet, in the moneth of £Harch, 1699, 
they agreed unto, condeſcended upon, and did return to His Majeſty , certain Rules and Articles of R 
lation, withoutprejudice of what, upon furder conſideration, rhey thould thereafter offer for a full ſettle 
ment. And His Majeſty having conſidered theſe Rules and Articles, did, by His Royal Allowanceof the 
fourth of June, 1670. Ratific and Approvethe ſame, and did Ordain them to be duly obſerved in alltime 
coming. And the Commiſſioners having ſince that time, keeped ſeveral Meetings , and taken that. Aﬀait 
inro their furder conſideration, have reſolyed upon ſome other Articles, Rules and Amendments ; which 
being joyned with the former, and again offered to His Majeſties conſideratian, His Majeſty doth , with 
Advice and Conſent of His Eſtates of Parliament, Ratific and Approve the ſame, and Ordains them to be 
recorded in the Books of Parliament, and duly obſerved by all His Majeſties Subjects. Of the which Ari 
cles, the Tenor follows. 


I. Concerning the SESSION. 


I. Q's a yu art of the trouble and expences of the Lieges, in obtaining of Juſtice in their Cauſes, 


is occaſioned through the uncertainty of their atrendance, upon Proceſſes depending betore the 
Lords of Seſſion; whereby not knowing any certain time , at or about which their Proceſſes will be called, 
they are neceſſitat ro wait on the molt part of the time of the Seſſion, during the dependence of their Procelles, 
or otherwayes to be abſent when the ſame are diſcuſſed. That therefore, all Proceſſes ſhall be diſcuſſed and 
derermined as the Parties are in readineſs, and do call for Juſtice atter the ſame have been ſeen by the Deler- 
ders Adyocats, and are returned by them ; And thataccording tothe dare of the Returns which are ſer down, 
and ſigned by the Detenders Adyocat upon the Proceſs it ſeli, that no Parties be preferred in obtaining Juſties 
to any other who was ready , and calling for it before. And that Books of Enrollment be made for enrolling 
the ſaid Proceſſes, according to the dates of rhe Returns;that rhercby notice may be timeoufly given to all Pa- 
ties having Intereſt in the Proceſs , how far the Lords of Seſfion are advanced in diſcuſſing and determining 
Proccſles according to the ſaids Rolls, that the Parties may be preſent when their Proceſſes will fall in to be 
diſcuſs'd and determined, in their courſe as they ſtand in the Rolls ; and may in the mean ime reſt quiet and 
ſecure, that their Rights and Intereſts will not be decided when they caunot know to be preſent , which cat 
not be attained , unleſſe all priviledges whereby any Caufe can be cal'ed , othcrwiſe then according to itsdue 
courſe in the ſaids Rolls, be laid aſide; Excepting only the Cauſes belonging properly to the Kings Majeſty 
(and not to Donators or others) which ns v6 called at any time when His Majeſties Advocat pleaſeth, upon 
either of the two next Sederunt-dayes after the Proceſſe is returned ; or if the ſame be not called on cither, of 
the ſaids two dayes, at any timethereafter, upon fifteen dayes adyertifement ro the Detenders Advocats, 
that they may acquaint their Clients to be preſent.

Eeing Cauſes Criminal are of the preateſt importance, and may extend to the Lives and Libertis 
of any of His Majeſties Subjets, and theirperſons and Fortunes: and ſceing the puniſhment of Cims 
is of the greateſt conſequence for the ſafery and ſecurity of his Majeſties perſon and Authority , and the Peat 
and Quietneſſe of the Kingdom; and theretore , matters Criminal ought to be determined in the moſt ſolemn, 
exact and regular way , that the Loyal and Innocent may be in tull ſecurity , and Offenders may be puni 
eitherin the moſt publick places of the Kingdom, orin py where the Crimes have been committed, 
e 


"toterrifie others from the like: That whercas tormerly lors from time to time were appointed to 
Juſtice-General, in matters of importance, which being ambulatory , cannot be ſo convenient, 45 it 
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the Members of that Court were ſettled and choſen by His Majeſty of fit perſons, who might make it their 
work to make ajuſt and conſtant procedure in Matters Criminal. 

x. Forthareffe&t, that the Office of Deputes inthe Juſtice-Court be ſuppreſs'd, and that five of the 
Lords of Scition be joyned to the Juſtice-General and Juſtice-Clerk, and all of them inveſted with the ſame

FE Oraſmuch as the A paſt by His Majeſty and Eſtares of Parliament , upon the 13. of Augyp 
1670. ainſt Conventicles, andthe other Act paſt inthe ſame Parliament upon the zo. day ofthe 
faid moneth of Auguſt, 1670. againſt ſeparation and with-drawing from the publick Meetings of Divine 
Worſhip, were appointed to endure only forthe ſpace of three years, unleſs His Majeſty ſhould think fr 
to continue them longer.

time; Doth , with advice and conſent of his Eſtates of Parliament, Statute and Ordain, that the two Ag of

ſhip , are and ſhall endure and continue Acts of Parliament and publick Laws of the Kingdom, tor the ſpaceof 
three years , after the expinng of theſe three years above-mentioned, and longer as his Majeſty ſhall be pleaſe 
to appoint. Likeas, His Majeſty conſidering , that by the faid AR againſt Conventicles , it is Statute, tha 
nooutred Miniſter, not licenſed by His Majeſties Council, nor other perſon not authorized nor tollerge 
by the Biſhop of the Dioceſs, preſume topreach, expound Scripture, or pray in any Meeting, except in 
their own houſes, and to theſe of their own Family ; And ſince there may be ſome queſtions and doubts, 
concerning the meaning and extent of that word Pray, His Majeſty doth , with advice foreſaid, Declare, 
Thatitis notto be underſtood , as if thereby Prayer in Families were diſcharged, by the perſons of the F4 
mily , and ſuch as ſhall be preſent, not exceeding the number of four perſons, beſides theſe of the Family; 
It is alwayes Declared, that this A& doth not give allowance to any outted Miniſter to pray in any Families, 
except inthe Paroches where they be allowed to preach. And furder, His Majeſty with advice foreſaid; 
doth hereby alſo Authorize the Magiſtrats of the Royal-burroughs , to call before them all ſuch ot their 
Burgeſſes , as ſhall beguilry of keeping Conventicles, and to proceed againſt them by fining and other 
wayes, as isart length expreſt in the ſaid A; and that they make account and report of the fines to the 
Commiſſioners of His Majeſties Thefaury, and of their diligence tro His Majeſties Council. And His 
Majeſty conſidering the ſlow progreſs hath been made, in putting theſe Acts in execution for the time by. 
gone, Doth therefore, with advice foreſaid, Statute and Command, that all Sheriffs, Stewarts, Lords 
of Regalities and their Deputes , and Magiſtrats of Burroughs within their reſpective Juriſdictions, 
ſhall from henceforth be careful in putting theſe Acts to due execution, againſt keepers of Conventicles, 
' and with-drawers from publick Worſhip, conform to the power and truſt commit:ed to them thereby:, 
And that they return an account of their proceedings to His Majcſties Council yearly, on the firlt 
Thurſday of July, under the pain of five hundred Merks, to be payed by each Sheritt, Stewart, Bailiff 
and Magiſtrats of Burgh, for each years failzie, in not giving an account of their diligence as faid is,

T He Kings Majeſty , conſidering the many good Laws and Statutes made by himſelf and his Royal Pre- 

deceſſors, tor ſuppreſſing of V agabonds , Beggars and Idle pom , who are a great burden and reproach 
to the Kingdom, md or the moſt part, live without all Law or Rule, Sacred or Civil; And that a numerous 
brood of ſuch perſons are daylyincreaſing, whoif rhey were ſer to work, and bred to Trades & callings, tht 
people might not only be disburdened of them, but they might, in a ſhort time & upon far leſs expenſe, become 
Necful and profitable tor the whole Kingdom. And withall conſidering , that the effect of all theſe good Laws 
hath been fruſtrate, becauſe rhere harh been no place provided wherein ſuch poor people might be fo ro work, 
nor perfons appointed to have the charge and overſight of them : For remeid whereof, his Majeſty , with 
advice and conſent of His Eſtates of Parliament, Starutes, and Ordains, that the Magiſtrats of the Burghs 
following, betwixt and the term of Whitſunday next, 1673. provide Correction-houſes tor teceiving and 
entertaining of the Beggars, Vagabonds and Idle perſons within their Burghs, and ſuch as ſhall be ſent

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wp them out of the Shires and Bounds after-ſpecified ; andthat they appoint Maſters and Overſeers of the 
fame, who may ſet theſe poor perſons to work; viz. one Correion-houſe at the Burgh of Edinburgh , tor

and penalty of five huffdred Merks Scots money, and that quarterly, untill the Correcticn-houſes be pro- 
vided : Which penalties ſhall be payed to the Commiſſioners of Excile, in the reſpeRive Shires or Bounds 
from which the ſaids poor perſons ſhall be ſent, ro the ſaids Correction-houſes : And the ſaids Com- 
miſſioners are hereby warranted to raiſe Lerters of Horning, and uſe other exccution at their inſtance, 
aainſt che Magiſtrars of the ſaids Burghs tor payment of the penalties that ſhall be incurred by them, 
in manner foreſaid ; which penalties ſhall be applyed by the ſaids Commiſſioners, for building or buying 
oſhouſes to the effect foreſaid : And inthe meantime, untill the ſaids houſes be provided, the Magiſtrats 
of the ſaid Burghs are required to diſpoſe of theſe Beggars and poor People, who wereeither born within 
their reſpecive Burghs, or haye haunted therein the laſt three years, in ſome convenient places , ſo as 
hey may .not'go begging onthe Streets, or at houſes within the Town.

Sgo! the Poor, appointed by the fifteenth A of the third Seſſion of His Majeſties firit Parliament , 
latituled , Af concerning Beggars aud Vagabonds, be applyed for the uſe of the faidss Correction- 
houſes, whereby rhey ſhall have two ſhillings Scots tor ilk poor perſon per dem thar ſhall be ſent to 
them, and entertained and bred by them, for the firſt year; and twelye pennies Scots per diem, for the 
ſpace of three years thereafter, during which.they ſhall enterrain and educat them , rogether with the 
fit ariſing from the labour and work of the-ſaids poor perſons, for ſeven years thereafter : Which 
tributions are to be payed by the Paroches relieved of the ſaid Poor, in manner contained in the 
faid At. Andto the ot it may be known, what poor perſons are to be ſent to the ſaid Correction- 
houſes, and who are to be keeped and entertained by the Contributions at the Paroch-kirks for the Poor, the

() UR Soveraign Lord, conſidering , that albeit by the 125. Acof the 12. Parliament, holdenby 
His Majeſties Grand-father in the year, 1592. the uſurpation of Armes by any of His Majeſties 
Leidges, without the Authority of the Lyon King of Armes , is expreſly diſcharged; And that in order there- 
ro, power and Commiſſion is granted to the Lyon King of Armes, or his Deputies to viſit the whole Armesof 
Noble-men, Barons andGentle-men, and to matriculate the ſame in their Regiſters, and to fine in one hun- 
dred pounds, all others who thall unjuſtly uſurp Armes ; As alſo to eſcheat all ſuch Goods and Gear , as ſhall 
have unwarrantable Armes _—_ on them. Yer, among(t the many irregularities of theſe late times, very 
many have aſſumed to themſelves Armes,who ſhould bear none,and many of theſe who may in Law bear, have 
aſſumed to themſelves the Armes of their Chief, without diſtinions , or Armes which were not carried by 
them or their Predeceſſors. Therefore, His Majeſty , with advice and conſent of His Eſtares of Parlia- 
ment, Ratifies and Approves the forefaid Act of Parliament; And for the more vigorous proſecution thereol, 
doth hereby Starute and Ordain, thar letters of publication of this preſent Act be direct to be execute at the 
Mercat-croſs of the head Burghs of the Shires, Stewarrries, Bailicricsof Royalty and Regality,and Royal Bur- 
roughs, charging all and ſundry Prelats, Noble-men, Barons and Gentle-men, who make uſe of any 
Arms or Signs Armorial, within the ſpace of one year after the ſaid publication to bring or ſend 
an account of what Arms, or Signs armorial they are accuſtomed to uſe, and whither they be Deſcend- 
ants of any Family, the Arms of which Family they bear, and of what Brother of the Family they 
are deſcended ; With Teſtificats from perſons of Honour, Noble-men or Gentle-men of quality, anent 
the verity of their having and uſing thoſe Arms, and of their deſcent as aforeſaid, to be delivercd cithet 
to the Clerk of the Juriſdiction where the perſons dwels, or tothe Lyon Clerk, at his Office in Edinburgh, 
at the option of the party, upon their Receipts graze, withour paying any thing therefore ; Which 
Receipt thall be aſufficient exoncration to them, trom being oblieged ro produce again, to the effect, 
that the Lyon King of Arms may diſtinguiſh the ſaids Arms, with congruant Differences , and may mat- 
riculate the ſame in his Books and Regiſters , and may give Arms to vertuous and well deſerving perſons, and 
Extracts of all Arms, expreſſing the blaſoning of the Arms under his hand and Seal of Office ; For which 
ſhall be payed to the Lyon, the ſum of twenty merks , by eyery Prelat & Noble-man, and ten merks be every 
Knight and Baron, and five merks by every other perſon bearing Arms, and no more: oy _ 

yelty 
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Majeſty hereby diſpenſes, with any penalties that may ariſe be this or any preceeding A& for bearing 
, before the Proclamation to be iſſued hereupon. And it is Statute and Ordaincd, with conſent 
foreſaid , thar rhe ſaid Regiſter ſhall be reſpected as the true and un-repealable rule of all Armes and Bear- 
bs in Scotland, to remain with the Lyons Office as a publick Regiſter of the Kingdom, and to be tran. 
gutted to his Succeſſors in all rime coming: And that whoſoever ſhall uſe any nw Armes any manner 
of way , after the expiring of year and day from the date of the Proclamation to be iſſued hereupon, 
in manner forefaid , ſhall pay one hundred pounds money , roties quoties, to the Lyon, and ſhall like- 
wayes clcheat ro His Majeſty, all the moyeable Goods and Gear upon which the faids Armes are en- 
yen , or Otherwiſe repreſented. And His Majeſty, with conſent foreſaids Declares, that it is onl 
allowed for Noblemen and Biſhops to ſubſcribe by their Titles ; And that all others ſhall - ſubſcribe 
their Chriſtned Names, or the initial letter thereof with their Sirnames, and may , if they pleaſe ad- 
«+ the Deſignations of their Lands , prefixing the word O F to the faids Deſignations. And the 
Lym King at eArmes and his Brethren , are required to be careſull of informing themſelves of the 
contraveeners hereof , and that they acquaint His Majeſtics Council therewith , who are hereby im- 
ered to puniſh them as perſons diſobedient to , and contraveeners of the Law. Ir is likewayes 
y Declared , that the Lyon and his Brethren Heraulds are Judges in all ſuch cauſes , con- 
ceming the Malverſation of Meſſengers in their office , and are to enjoy all other priviledges be- 
looging to their Office , which are ſecured to them by the Laws of this Kingdom, and according 
to former practice.

UR SOVERAIGNE LORD, With His Eſtates of Parliament Conſidering , That albeit by 
many wholſome Laws made by his Royall Grand-father, and Father, of Glorious memory, and by 
himſelf, in this, and His other Parliaments, ſince His happy Reſtauration, the Proteſtant Religion Is 
carefully aſſerted , eſtabliſhed and ſecured againſt Popery and Phanaticiſm: Yet the reſtleſs Advarſarics of 
our Religion , do not ceaſe to propogar their errours, and to ſeduce his Majeſtie's Subjets, trom their duty 
x0 God, and Loyalty to His Vice-gerent, and to overturn the eſtabliſhed Religion, by introducing their 
itions, anddelufions, into this Church, and Kingdom. And knowing that nothing can more en- 
creaſe the numbers and confidence of Papiſts, and Schiſmarical diſſenters from the Eſtabliſhed Church, then 
the ſupine negleR or putting in Execution the good Laws provided againſt them, rogether with their hopes 
roinſinuart themſelves, into Offices, and places of truſt, and oublick Imployment. THERFORE,

Aud therefore I doe utterly renounce , I all forraign Juriſditions, 
Powers, Superiorities and Authorities, And doe promiſe, that from henceforth , 1 ſhall bear Faith and 
true e Allegiance to the King's Majeſty, His Heirs and Lawful yucceſſours. And tomy power ſhall aſſiſt 
and defend, all Rights, Furiſdiftttons ,,Prerogatives, Priviledges, Prebeminencies, and Authorities be:

FORE His Majeſty, with adyice and Conſent of the Eſtates of Parliament, ſtritly Prohibits and Diſcharges, 
all Merchants , and other perſons whatſoever, To Import into this Kingdom, any Gold or Silyer threed, 
Gold or Silver Lace, Fringes, or Tracings, all Buttons of Gold or Silver threed, all manner of Stuffs, or 
Ribbans in which there is any Gold or Silver threed, all Philagram of Gold or Silver to be worne upon Ap- 
= and all the Counterfeits of any of them, all flower'd, ſtrip'd, _=_ , chequer'd, painted, or printed 
Stuffs or Ribbans, (no wayes comprehending changing colloured, or wattered Stufts or Ribbans), All 
Embroideries of Silk upon wearing Cloathes : WIT HCER TIFICA TION, Thatall fuch Goods as 
ſhall be imported contrary hereunto in any time coming, or which haye been imported contrary tothe ſaids 
Proclamations, ſhall be burnt and deſtroyed, and the Importers, or Reſſetters fined in the value thereof. 
LIKEAS His Majeſty, with advice and conſent foreſaid, ſtrictly prohibirs and diſcharges the wearing of 
of the ſaids prohibired Goods, and Commodities within this Kingdom, by any of His Majeſties Sub- 
ps, or others dwelling and reſiding therein, after the firſt of Apri/next, under the pain of five hundred 
merks Scots money , 7ories quories , by and attour the Confiſcation of the Cloathes , uponwhich any of the 
kids prohibited Goods ſhall be found ; Allowing hereby to Officers and Souldiers of the Kings whole ſtand- 
ing Forces, the ſpace of two years after the firſt of November next, to wear out their Cloathes upon which 
thereis any Gold or Silver Lace, Threed, or Buttons. LIKEAS His Majeſty, with conſent foreſaid, 
ſtidly prohibits and diſcharges all Merchants and other Perſons whatſoeyer, to import into this Kingdom ,

ecraignLaces made of Silk, Gimp or Threed,all —_ Laces or point,ot any fort or collour, all forraign made 
Gloves, Shooes, Boots, or Slippers, all wearing Cloathes made abroad for Men, Women, or Children, 
ing wearing Cloathes and Linnens brought home by Perſons for their own uſe, who haye been Abroad, 
aduled by them, and made of ſuch Cloathes, Stuffs , and Furniture as are by this Act allowed to be worne 
Within this Kingdom.) WITH CERTIFICATION, thatallſuch Goods as ſhall be imported con- 
_—_ , and contrary to the ſaids Proclamations , thall be burnt and deſtroyed, and the Importers or 
thereof fyned in the value of the ſaids Goods. And the Tackſmen, or Collectors of the Cuſtoms,

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and ancntthe Weaving and Bleatching of Linnen cloath, declaring , that it any Strangers ſhall come, or he 
brought into this Kingdom by Natives to ſet up, work, and reach his Art of making of Cloaths, Stuff; 
Stockings, Soap , or any kinde of ManufaQtury, That he ſhall enjoy the benefit of Law, and all other privi. 
ledpes that a Native doth enjoy: with power to ſet up Manufacturies, either in Burgh orLand-ward, a they 
ſhall think fir, and there to dwell, and exerciſe their Trade, without any ſtop or trouble ; and that they 
ſhall haye liberty and freedom of Trade, and to buy and purchaſe Lands, and Heretages, and all other 
Goods moveable and immoyeable, and all other priviledges, liberties, and capacities that do belong to 
Native Subje&, born within this Kingdom. And For the'Farther encouragement of ManufaQturies, a 
Oyl, dying Stuffs, forraign Wool, Lint, and Flax , Pot-aſhes, or any other Materials whatſoever uſef 
for Manufacturies, that ſhall be imported, are hereby declared to be free of Cuſtom and Exciſe, ang a 
other publick Dues in all time coming ; and that all Cloaths, Stufts, Stockings, or any other Comme. 
dities tobe made, andexported by them, ſhall be free ofall Cuttom and Exciſe, for the ſpace of ninteen 
years after the date hereot. And it is farther declared, rhat any ſtock imployed, or to be imployed, for 
erecting andentertaining any ManufaRuries, the ſame ſhall be tree of all private and publick Taxes what. 
ſoever, andallquartering and leyying of Souldiers; and all the Servants of the faids ManufaQturies ſhall 
be free of watching , warding, Militia, or Levies during their actual ſervice therein, for the ſpace of ſeven 
years after the date hereof. WITH POW:ER to the Maſters, Erectors, or entertainers of Manutac. 
turies, to meet for-making of Ordinances for the Right ordering of their Seryants, ſufficiency of thei 
Stuffs, Cloaths, and others, and appointing Viſitors of their Works. AND HIS MAJESTY, 
with conſent foreſaid, RATIFIES and APPROVES the 43. Actofthe 1. Seſſion of His Majeſties 
x. Parliament, andthe 46. A& ofthe ſame Seſſion of Parliament, diſchairgeing the exporting of Linnen 
yarne, Worſteed, Woolen yarne, raw or unwaked Cloaths { except Plaiding, Fingtam, and Galloway 
white ) underthe pain of Confiſcation thereof ; And the Act of Parliament ordaining, that Linnen otthe 
priceof Tenfhillings Scots the eln, oraboye, be not under the breadth of aneln and twoinches, andthat 
the ſame be taken up by the Selyedge and not by the Ridge, and ſo preſented to the Mercar, and that the fame 
be bleatched without Lime, under the penalty of Confiſcation of the Linnen otherwayes taken up, and 
bleatched, and impriſonment, and Fyning of the perſons tranſgreſſors, not exceeding the value of the Lin- 
nen. LIKEAS it is hereby ORDAINED, that hereafter, all Linnen brought ro Mercat for publick 
Sale, be made up of Peeces and halt Peeces, and that the Peece contain Twenty four elns, and the half 
Peece twelve elns, and that it contain not one eln more or leſs, under the pain of confiſcation thereof. 
And thatall Fingram, Plaiding, Linnen, and Woolen Droggats, to be made in time coming, ſhall be 
of the baker three quarters and an nail, all Searges an eln and two inches, and the length of the Peece 
to be fifty , or fifry twoelns to the whole Peace, and the halt thereof to the halt Peece , under the penalty 
foreſaid, and that all the faids Peeces, whether Linnen or Woolen , be taken up in Folds, eln or three quar- 
ters long, and that none of them be rolled, thatthereby the ſufticiency of the whole Peece, may be known, 
and that the ſame be nor ſtretched by the whey, whereby the meaſure will not hold out; and that under 
the penalty foreſaid , for all ſuch Cloath otherwiſe taken up and preſented to the Mercat. AND HisMs 
jeſty, with ADVICE and CONSENT forcfaid, DOETH Authorize the Lords of His Privy 
Council, to declare theſe ManufaQturies already ſet up, or that hereafter ſhall be ſetup, to be ſuch, w 
the effect they may enjoy the Priviledges, Liberties, and Immunities granted by the ſaids Adts of Par- 
liament. AND forthe more cftectual execution of this Act, His Majeſty with advice forcſaid, OR- 
DAINS the Collectors of the Aſleſsment and Exciſe, and rheir Sub-Collectors, Farmourers and Col- 
lectors of Cuſtoms, and Waiters in Burgh or Land, at every erm to give upon Oath, to che Judges

FOR —_ of 
which abuſe in time coming, HIS MAJESTY withadvice and conſent ofhis Eſtates of Parliament X 
DOES Statute and ORDAIN, That Marriages, Baptiſms, and Burials, ſhall be ſolemnized , and 
about, in ſober,and decent manner. AN D that at Marriages, beſides the married pecſons, their Parents, 
dren Brothers, and Siſters, and the Family wherein they live, There ſhall nor be preſent ar any contract of 
iage, Marriage, or In-fare, or meetupon occaſion rhereot , above four Friends on either ſide . with 
| rom. dow domeſtick Servants, and that neither Bride-groom, nor Bride, nor their Parents, or Relari- 
ons, Tutours, orCuratours, forthem, andtotheiruſe, ſhall make above two changes of raiment, ar 
thattime, or upon that occaſion. Certifying ſuch perſons as ſhall contrayeen, if they be landed perſons, 
ſhall belyable in the fourth part of their yearly valued rent, and thoſe who are nor landed perſons, inthe 
fourth part of heir moveables, Burgeſſes, according to their condition and means, not exceeding five hundred 
Pure! wah . and mean Craftſmen and Seryants, not exceeding one hundred merks : And if their ſhall be any 
gente number of perſons then aforeſaid, inany Houſe or Jan, within Burgh, or ſub-urbs thereof, or with- 
mio miles of the ſame, where Penny-weddings are made, That the Maſter of the Houſe ſhall be fined in 
thefumm of five hundred merks Scots. AND Itis STAT UT and ORDAINED, Thatar Bap- 
tſms upon that occaſion, beſides the Parents, Children, Brothers, and Siſters, and thoſe of the F amily , 
there ſhall not be preſent above four Witneſſes. AND FARTHER His Majeſty with conſent foreſaid 
WFATUTES, andORDAINS, Tharttheir ſhall not be invited to Burials, an grater number ofper- 
ſons then theſe following, viz. Tothe Burial of Noblemen, and _— , and their Wiyes, not above 
One hundred Noblemen and Gentlemen : To the Burial of a Baron of quality, not above Sixty, andother 
knded Gentlemen, not above Thirty. And that theMourners at the Burials of Noblemen, and Biſhops, 
andtheir Ladies, doe not exceed Thirty , and at the Burials of Privy Counſellers. Lords of Seſſion, Barons, 
Proveſts of Burghs, and their Wives, the number of Mourners , doe not exceed Twenty four, And at the 
Aarials of all other Landed Gentlemen, and Citizens within Burgh , they doe not on four the number of 
Tydye.

finars doe reſide, that they may be brought to Juſtice, and examplarly puniſhed. And likewiſe ordaing all 
other Sherriffs , and Magiltrats, upon Information that thoſe Allaſlines are within their bounds, To mgke 
fearch for and apprehend them, that they may be brought to Juſtice, AND DOE hereby Ratifie the

A CT Concerning the Juriſdittion of the Admiral Court. 


September 14. 1681. 


UR SOVERAIGNE LORD, Conſidering that the clearing and eſtabliſhing the Juriſdiionof 

the High Admiral of this Kingdom, will greatly tend to the advancement, and encouragment of Trade, 
and Navigation. THEREFORE His Majeſty , with advice and conſent of the Eſtates of Parliament, 
DOETH Ratify and approve the 15. Ac of the 12. Parliament of King James the Sixth , in the whole 
Heads, Clauſes, and Article of the ſame, And Decerns , and Declares, the High-Court of Admirality tobe, 
Soveraigne Judicature in itſelf, and of it's own nature to Import ſummar execution. And STATUTES 
and DECLARES, Thattheſaid High Admiral, as he is His Majeſties Leive-renent, and Juſtice General 
upon the Seas, and in all Ports, Harbours, or Creiks of the ſame, and upon F reſh waters, or Navigable Rivers 
below the firſt bridges, or within the flood marks, fo far as the ſame does, or can at any time extend ; $o the 
ſaid High Admiral hath the ſole Priviledge and Juriſdiction, in all Maritim and Sea-faring cauſes, forreign and 
domeſtick, whether civil or criminal wharſoeyer within this Realm, and over all perſons as they are concerned 
intheſame. And Prohibits, and Diſcharges all other Judges to meddle with the deciſion of any of the faids 
cauſes in the firſt inſtance, except the Great Admiral, and his Depurs allennarly. And STATUTES, 
ORDAINS and DECLARES, tharitis the Priviledge of the ſaid High Admiral, to cauſe parties be- 
comeenacted, and find Caution, not only for compearance, but for performance, ofthe Acts and Sentences 
of his Court, and that he may puniſh all breakers of his arreaſtments, and refiſters of his Officers, in the Exe- 
cution of his precepts, and apply the fines, and amerciaments to his own uſe, conform tothe Laws ofthe 
Kingdom. Find farther STATUTSandDECLARES, that the High Court of Admiralityis afy- 
preme Court, and that the Decreets and Ads of all other Inferiour Courts of Admirality , are ſubject 
to the review , and reduction , of the ſaid High Court of Admirality, AN D for the more 
ready and quick diſpatch of Juſtice, in Maritim, and Sea-faring cauſes, forreign and domeſtick , whether 
Civil or Criminal within this Realm , and over all perſons in ſo far as they are concerned inthe ſame, both to 
Natives and Strangers, OUR SOVERAIGNE LORD with advice and conſent foreſaid Prohibits 
and Diſcharges all Adyocations in the toreſaids cauſes, from the ſaid Court of Admirality to the Lords of $cl- 
ſion, or any other Judges whatſoever in all time coming, and that no ſuſpenſion or other ſtop to the Execution 
of the Decreets, or Acts, of the ſaid Court of Admirality, be paſt be the Lords of Seſſion, at any time hereafter, 
except by the whole Lords, inpre/entia, in time of Seſſion, and by three of the ſaids Lords the time of Va- 
cance met together to that effect : And that ifany ſuſpenſions, or ſtops ſhall happen to be paſt in manner fore- 
faid, the ſame be ſummarly diſcuſſed upon a Bill, and be Priviledged and excemed from the ordinary courſeot 
the Roll; Andifupon diſcuſling thereof, the ſame ſhall be found ro have been unjuſtly , and malitiouſly raif- 
ed, Thatthe ſaid High Courtof Admirality, may upon the Application made by the Parties concerned , Mo- 
difie, and Decern the Damages they haye fſtained by the ſaids ſuſpenſions, and ſtops of execution of theit 
Acts and Decreets, attour the expences of plea before the Lords of Seſſion, which is to be modified by the ſaids 
Lords of Seſſion. AS ALSO His Majeſty with advice and conſent forefaid, STATUTES and Ok- 
DAINS, Thatitſhall be lawful and competent to the ſaid Courr of Admirality , to review their own De- 
creets and Sentences, it there be juſt occaſion for the fame. And His Majeſty with advice and conſent fore- 
faid DECERNS and DECLARES, That it is the ſole Right and Priviledge of the High Admiral, 
and his Deputs , the Judges of the High Court of. Admirality, Togrant paſſes, and ſafe conducts to all 
Ships; And Inhibits and Diſcharges , all others rogrant the ſame, as they will be anſwerable upon their 
higheſt peril. And His Majeſty with advice and conſent foreſaid Caſſes, Annuls, and Reſcinds , all and 
whatſoever Laws, Acts of Parliament, or Cuſtoms, contrary to, orany wayes inconſiſtent-with this pre-

{als out that the Creditors do not agree to ſell the Lands, whereby ſuch as have ſmall ſums upon ſuch ſecurities, 
cannot command any part thereot, and ſuch Eſtates do oftimes become ineffectual ro many Creditors. 
THEREFORE, His Majeſty, with conſent of His Eſtates of Parliament, DOT H authorize, andim- 
power the Lords of the Seſſion (upon a Proceſs attheinſtance of any Creditor having areal Right) To cog- 
noſce, and iy the value ot ſuch Eſtates, where the Heretoris notoriouſly Bankrupt, and the Creditors in 
fſion of the Eſtate, and to value the ſame according to the true worth thereof, in its Rents, Caſualties, 
ights, and Holdings, according to the uſe and cultom of the Country where the Lands ly, And to com- 
(onat perſons to ſell theſe lands, and Eſtate, or any part thereof , atthe ſaids rates, or more, as can be 
had for the ſame, with conſent of the debitor, wherethere is a legal reverſion competentto him; and with- 
out tus conſent where there is no legal : And ordains the ſaid ſale to be by a publick Roup, not being under the 
rate, and price, inted by the Lords of Seſſion ; and that the Roup be made after publick intimation at

ND OR DAINS the firſt meeting of the Commiſſioners for the ſeveral Shires , to be at the Head- 
burghs thereof, upon Wedneſday the fourth day of September next; and appoints the Major part of 
the ſaids Commiſſioners , named for the reſpective Shires, ro be a Yrorum, at their firſt meeting, who are 
to appoint the next dyctof meeting, and the Major part of ſuch as ſhall meer at the ſecend dyet, or upon ad- 
yertiſement from the Conveener , at any other dyer, to be a Y#orum : With power to rhe ſaids Conveeners, 
for the ſaids Shires reſpective, to call the Commiſſioners torelaids, at ſuch dyets thereafter as they ſhall find 
neceſſary , forthe eftcctual execution of this At ; and remits to His Majeſties Privy Council, to nominate 
ſuch other perſons to be Commiſſioners of Aſſeſſment, as they ſhall ſee cauſe. 
 Andforthe Burghs, His Majeſty with advice foreſaid, nominats and appoints the Magiſtrates of the ſame, 


forthe time being, with power to them to chooſe Stent-maſters , within their reſpe&tive bounds : Which 
Commiſſi- 
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Commiſſioners, are hereby ordained to accept and diſcharge their truſt, as they will be anſwerable ; and that 
at tkeir acceptation thereof, ro take the Oaths of Allegiance; and for doing their duty faithfully in che mar- 
ter of this adminiſtration ; and to ſign the Declaration appointed by Act of Parliament, to be {igned by all 
perſons in publick Truſt. And His Majeſty, with advice {orcfaid, doth hereby impower the ſaids Com- 
miſſioners , to preſcribe and ſet down ſuch rules and orders within the reſpective Shires and Burghes, as may 
be moſt effcual ſor the ſpeedy and eaſic raiſing, levying, and bringing in of the ſaid ſupply, and ordaining 
and doing every other thing that may concern the ſame : And particularly , with power to them to choole 
their own Collectors, for ingathering of the faid ſupplic , for whom they are to be anſwerable ; and to allow 
them , and their Clerks, ſuch Fies bo be payed by the Shires and Burghes) as they ſhall think fir. And 
which Fies are hereby declared, to be over and above the toreſaid ſupply , and no part of the fame: and which 
Colleors, and Clerks, are to take the Oaths, and gn the Declacation foreſaid. 

And the Kings MAJESTY, withadvice and conſent of His Eſtates, Ordains all execution, real and 
perſonal, to paſs atthe inſtance of the Colleor General, andthe Collectors of the reſpective Shires, and 
Burghs, againſt all perſons deficient in payment of their proportions as formerly. And alſo impowers the 
Commillioners by their Officers, to arreaſt, poind, anddiltrenzie, the Goods, and impriſon the Perſons, 
of the deficients, ay and while they make payment of their juſt proportions, and neceſſary expenſes. And 
for the more ready and effeual payment, doth alſo impower the Commillioners, and Collector General, 
ro Quarter upon Deficients, with this expreſs proviſo, tnat every Horle-man thar ſhall be upon the place, 
ſhall have only free ſingle Quarter allotted ro him upon che perſons Deficient, or by Quartering in Burghs 
and Villages, as the Commiſſioners ſhall appoint to be ſatisfied, and payed, by the Deticients, and nor by 
theſe on whom they are Quartered, except where they themſelves arc Deficient ; and inthat caſe, to have 
fifteen ſhillings Scots a day, from che time of preſenting the Order rothe Colle&or, upon whom they are to 
Quarter, until he give them aliſt ofthe Deficients, and the ſums wherein they arc Ms . and thereafter 
. toQuarter upon theDeficients :. And each Dragowner , to have ten ſhillings Scors a-day : Andeach Foot- 

man to haye -_ ſhillings Scots, or his Diet, as the Commiſſioners ſhall order ; and the Commander of the 
Party of Horſe, Dragowns, or Foot, to haye only double Quarter, or pay of an Horſe-man, Dragowner, 
or Foot-man, as heſeryes. And declares, that in order ro the Quarters, and matcers relating to the in- 
bringing of this ſupply , any three of the Commiſſioners ſhall be a 9worum, and who are impowered to 
proportion = , andraiſe from the Deficients, the etpence and charge of their deficiency; and to ſee 
payment made to theſe on whom the Souldiers are Quartered , who were nor Deficient. And further, His 
Majeſty, for ſatisfaction of His good Subjects, is graciouſly pleaſed to declare, thar all Officers and Souldiers, 
Horſe-dragowners, and Foor, ſhall make due and punctual payment of their Quarters, Local arid Tranſient, 
asthe ſame ſhall be appointed by the foreſaids Commitlioners, according ro the Rates of the Countrey :

And the Convention of Eſtates doth declare , that this ſupply now granted to 
His Majeſty , is over and above the former Su ply, of four hundred, and fourſcore thouſand Pounds, grant- 
ed by the Parliament, inthe Year, one thouſand, fix hundred, ſixty one, to His Majeſty yearly , during 
His Life-time; and al's by and attour the remainder of any other Supplies, formerly granted, yet reſting 
unpayed, And Ordains theſe Preſents to be Printed and Publiſhed.

year of Chriſt,1649. He was Crown'd King of Seotland, at Scoone, 1, Ja- 
nuery, 1651. and after nine years exile, by a rebellious, prevalent party in 
Englend, was inthe year 1660. miraculouſly, and wonderfully, reſtored 
peaceably, to theRoyall Throne of his Anceſtours, and to the Crowns of 
Great Britain and Ir ,and was Crown'd atWeſtminſter. 23..April,1661.
